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Background To Summit 


Open Skies A Must 


A «scriouR doubt as to whether Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower will fro through with 
his announced plans for a visit to Rus­ 
sia was expressed yesterday in 
the 
wake of remarks made by Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev. 
The Russian leader seemed put out 
by statem ents attributed to Mr. Eisen­ 
hower after an American plane was re­ 
ported shot down while on an espionage 
mission over the Soviet Union. 
He 
then raised the question whether the 
President 
should 
visit 
Moscow 
as 
plan n e<i. 
Mr. Eisenhower earlier in the 
day chided Khrushchev for the tre­ 
mendous propaganda attack launch­ 
ed against the United States as a 
result of the American pilot’s un­ 
fortunate experience of falling into 
Russia’s hands. 
He also challenged 
the Kremlin to a mutual “open 
skies” agreement which would les­ 
sen. at least, the practice of spying 
on each other. 
It’s strange that Khrushchev would 
make such a hullabaloo over this one 
craft penetrating Soviet territory when 
he has known all along that American 
spy planes have been conducting sim­ 
ilar successful missions for a number of 
years. 
The answer, of course, is that up to 
now 
the Communist leader has 
not 
dared to admit to his tropic or the 
world that Russia has l>een unable to 
Intercept the American flights. 
He could not afford to let everyone 
know that U.S. pilots were flying high- 
altitude missions over Russia and re­ 


turning with photographs of military 
installations, defense preparations, in­ 
dustrial expansion and other secret in­ 
formation impossible to obtain other­ 
wise from behind the Iron Curtain. 
Mr. Khrushchev’s own 
spies 
have 
done right well by Russia with their 
espionage and sabotage* activities both 
in and out of this country for many 
years. 
This has made it unnecessary 
for Soviet planes to attempt spy m is­ 
sions into the heart of the United 
States to obtain our secrets. 
Rut let everyone know thai Russia 
does operate an extensive spy network 
— the world's biggest— and Mr. Khrush­ 
chev’s charge that our flights are “acts 
of aggression’’ will be understood for 
what it is— brash hypocrisy. 
Unfortunate 
as 
the 
flight 
of 
Francis Powers, the captured U.S. 
intelligence flier might have been 
in many respects, it nevertheless 
brings out into the open a subject 
that should have been aired public­ 
ly long ago. 
It has been the topic 
for previous 
summit 
discussions 
and will likely take precedence in 
the forthcoming high-level talks in 
Paris. 
Now that it is out in the open. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower should take advantage 
of the opportunity to press for his 
“open skies” program even more vigor­ 
o u sly than he has in the past. 
The 
United States cannot afford to accept 
any other arrangement, lest we run the 
risk of total annihilation at the hands 
of a ruthless dictator nation bent on 
ruling the world.

communication with the leaders 
of the Senate while his plans 
are in course.” 
Apparently with this guiding 
principle in mind he called the 
Senate 
into 
special 
session 
early in 1917 in order to “dis­ 
close" to tho senators “without 
reserve" his plans for a post­ 
war international organization. 
Shortly after 
making 
these 
overtures, however, he became 
aware of opposition to hi* plans 


for a league of nations from 
leading members of the oppos­ 
ition 
in 
the 
Senate. 
Wilson, 
therefore, decided on a differ­ 
ent approach which, in the cir­ 
cumstances, 
held out greater 
promise of success. 
Since the Senate had never 
defeated a treaty of peace, it 
presumably would not do so af­ 
ter the greatest war in history. 
Accordingly, lie decided to base 
the program for making the 
peace on executive authority and 
to put the Senate before a fait 
accompli which the Senate — 
he hoped — had no choice but 
accept. 
In short, he took a calculated 
risk convinced that “the Senate 
will have to take its medicine.'’ 
A Summit Council? 
Tile struggle over ratification 
of the covenant of the league 
of Nations shows that President 
Wilson’s crucial 
decision was 
made long before the effects of 
his policies came to light. In 
order to avoid similar outcomes 
in the future, early cooperation 
between the president and con­ 
gressional leaders is indicated. 
As 
we 
have 
seen. 
Wilson 
clearly recognized the advisa­ 
bility of such a course, but, at 
a crucial moment in history he 
failed to act according to his 
earlier prescription with dire 
results to himself and the nation. 
Consideration 
should 
there­ 


fore be given to the establish­ 
ment of machinery which would 
bring together leading members 
of the executive and legislative 
branches at a time when pol­ 
icies arc being formulated. P er­ 
haps the creation of an Execu­ 
tive-Legislative Advisory Coun­ 
cil for summit meetings is in­ 
dicated. 
Such a council should he com­ 
posed of the loading members 
of Congress in foreign relations 
and such additional members 
as the President considers ad­ 
visable. 
The 
President 
would 
preside over the meetings of the 
council and would be in com­ 
plete control of it. 
The usefulness of an Execu­ 
tive-Legislative Advisory Coun­ 
cil would depend somewhat on 
the circumstances in a specific 
situation. Given a consensus in 
the council, positively or nega­ 
tively, the deliberations would 
he bery meaningful, lf there is 
general backing for the Presi­ 
dent’s 
program 
the 
council 
could give the President tang­ 
ible and effective support w hich 
could take many forms. 
Similarly, a consensus in the 
council against major presiden­ 
tial policies would familiarize 
the President early of the nature 
and extent of the opposition to 
a contemplated course. In the 
absence of a consensus the role 


of the council would obviously 
he reduced. 
On a minimum basis it would 
merely provide opportunity for 
an independent review of poss­ 
ible courses of action. But even 
in this case the possibility of 
a unified approach would he 
tested. 
Reactions of Candidate* 
A detailed outline of the pro­ 
fit »scd council was submitted re­ 
cently to presidential candidates 
of both parties. Those who re­ 
sponded were, without exception, 
in 
sympathy 
with 
the 
basic 
aims of the proposal. 
Vice-President Nixon stated: 
“While I do not believe that a 
formal Advisory Council of the 
type you suggest could be set 
up at this time, we should con­ 
stantly 
work 
toward 
realiza­ 
tion of the objectives which this 
council would he designed to 
meet." 
• Tile Vice-President noted fur­ 
ther 
that 
the 
contemplated 
council “would serve to author­ 
ize a situation which already 
prevails to a certain extent on 
a more informal liasis." 
Son. 
Hubert 
Humphrey ex­ 
pressed the opinion 
that 
“ it 
would perhaps prove helpful to 
have a smaller working group 
such as that proposed . . . con­ 
sider and then advise the Pres­ 
ident personally.’' Tile senator 
suggested, however, that "sev­ 


eral considerations" he kept in 
mind in evaluating the proposal, 
such as the separation of powers 
or the responsibility of the Pres­ 
ident “to make the final deci­ 
sions with regard to foreign 
policy." 
Sen. 
Sutart Symington was 
particularly 
interested 
in 
the 
plan which he considered “a 
constructive one." He caution­ 
ed, however, that such a coun­ 
cil 
“should 
not 
involve 
any 
shift of responsibility from the 
Executive to the Legislature." 
In particular he was concern­ 
ed that a “ failure of the ad­ 
visory group to endorse a policy 
should not be such as to under­ 
mine the Executive’s effective­ 
ness in negotiations.” Since un­ 
der 
the 
suggested 
plan 
the 
President would be in conplete 
charge of the meetings of the 
council he could determine the 
procedures as well as select the 
topics for discussion. 
Furthermore, 
the 
President 
alone would decide whether and 
to what extent advice that has 
been tendered should be follow­ 
ed. It >6 thus clear that the in­ 
stitutionalization of relations be­ 
tween the President and con­ 
gressional leaders in an Execu­ 
tive-Legislative Advisory Coun­ 
cil would not reduce sigmgicant- 
ly the powers of the President 
or for that matter those of con­ 


gressional leaders. 
On tho other hand, th# conn- 
cil would provide a valuablt 
opportunity for early coopera­ 
tion between the President and 
leaders of Congress. 


Must Be Nonpartisan 
In the face of the callengt 
to the Western World the Un­ 
ited States can no longer afford 
partisan foreign policies or an 
approach to summit strategy in 
which the position of the execu­ 
tive 
differs 
materially 
from 
that of the legislature. 
Since, on the eve of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s trip to Paris, 
there is little evidence of part­ 
isanship or executive-legislative 
rivalry over summit policies, the 
need for an Exccutive-I.egisla- 
islative Advisory Council may 
seem remote. Nevertheless, the 
experience of President Wilson 
reminds us that effects of de­ 
cisions — or of omissions — 
may become apparent at a later 
stage. 
If the danger of what has 
been called the “Woodrow Wil­ 
son Effect" is to be avoided, 
an 
Executive-Legislative 
Ad­ 
visory Council may well pave 
the way for the formulation ai 
a 
unified, 
constructive 
and 
creative program for summit 
meetings which has the harking 
of both parties and both branch­ 
es of the government.

check on

fund's 
prospectuses and other 
literature. Besides that,the state 
regulatory authorities also keep 
tabs on th* funds. In some cases, 
the state regulations (the 'b lu e 
sky" 
law s) 
are 
stricter 
than 
those 
of 
the 
Federal 
govern ­ 
ment. 
The SEC goes over the pros­ 
pectus of each m utual fund with 
a flnetooth comb 
as it does 
the prospectus on the offering 
of any other securities. 


R em em ber that a prospectus 
is supposed to contain the es­ 
sential facts about an offering 
of securities. If It appears to 
be com plete and honest, the SEC 
gives It the green light. 
T he 
statem ent 
you 
quote 
m eans that the commission does 
not pass judgm ent on the quali­ 
ty of the securities being offered 
to the public. But, lf the SEC 
suspected any fraud, you can he 
sure that the prospectus would 
never be printed. 


Q. I ow n SO shares of Sinclair 
Oil stock.

You actually should havs e x ­ 
changed your certificate at that 
time. The com pany notified Its 
stockholders often enough. Even 
so, It continues to send divid­ 
ends to you and other share­ 
holders w ho did not exchange 
their certificates. 
You can still exchange them. 
Your brokerage house or bank 
should handle the paper work 
for y o u —for a small service fee. 
If, at som e tim e In the future, 
you w ant to sell your stock you 
I will have to exchange the C on­
